"American education now more 
than ever before has accepted tlio 
the challenge (o offer quality edu- 
cation to every youngster, not 
just to the niost capable, bitt also 
to those whom .it has rejected ^or 
fio niany years— the handicap- 
ped," he emphasized. 

Heller spoke on federal activl- 
iles In. the handicapped area in a 
rtT^uest appearance at Northern 
Illinois University. Northern pres- 
ently, is hosting the First Annual 
Special Education 'Symposium on 
current rcsearcti and practices .in 
special education. ' " , 

The Illinois, native continued, 
saying that the federal govern- 
ment no longer is paying lip scr- 
vice tO- the idea o f qualit y cduco- 
tion-for-ail. - - - 

"The effort initiated by the fed- 
eral government lo meet this goal 
clearly is shown by the wide vari- 
ety of legislative measures inact- 
ed by Congress in the executive 
branch during the last decade," 
Heller &ald. 

An example of such tangible 
measures is the establishment of 
the Bureau of Education for the 
Hondlcapped, now in its second 
year of existence. The Bureau 
is responsible for all rclatc{l pro- 
grams in the area. of the handi- 
capped. ^ 
..This .:.emphatically cre dits 't he 
nijwcr vision by the federal gov- 
ernment in special- education 
.whercby_ , handicapped, cliildrcn 
.now„oblain not just thej^chaQce 
to survive in our society, but the 
chance to succeed as well. 

According to Heller, > the Bu- 
reau of Education for Handlcap- 
pcr Children went from $1 million 
appropriation by Congress in 
1068 to over $100 million thisycar. 

Last year the U. S. Office of 
Health, Education and Welfare di- 
rectly allotted $29 million lo si)e- 
clal education programs. More 
than $L million of this came lo 
the state of Illinois. 

In addition to the financial aid, 



the Bureau, has Initiated numpr- 
ous programs. Currently a re- 
search and related activities au- 
ihoi?lty~provld^~fiupport-for-ap- 
plied cddcation reseairch'^ direct- 
ly related to the needs of handi- 
capped children and youth. 

Other suppleriientary aids men- 
tioned by Heller were: extended 
and- expanded undergraduate and 
graduate personnel training pro- 
grams; extended media services 
providing instructional materials 
to classroom' teachers and ther- 
apists; and regional resource 
centers which provide consultant 
help to the -child and \Vhich4>ro- 
vide for the special education 
teacher the latest in materials 
and methods. '•• 

.New educational reso.urce cen- 
ters also have been cstabllslied 
for the multiple handicapped chil- 
dren. Additional programs in- 
clude model secondary schools 
roTr^the^deaf-arid-rosearch and 
training programs . in ^■physical 
education and recreation for the 
retarded and otlier hanflicappe^ 
children. i. '-. 

An information and ; rccrulti 
ment program for developing 
systems of parent communica- 
tion and teacher recruitment ac- 
tivities have been established. 
Further provisions call for a fully 
funded Early Childhood Educa- 
tion- Act providing for mo^el 
demonstration centers for , the 
education of prc-school handi- 
capped children. 

What docs, thls_mcan.Jo— Illi^ 
nois? According to Heller, . tlie 
federal aid allows money to. come 
to Springfield for distrit)uti6n to 
rcglonsLthroughout the .state to 



service handicapped children In 
those areos. 

Nlll recently was awarded ap- 
proximately $220,000 lo prepare 
■perfflnuicrto vvorkTinh"e~ficld~6f 
special education In (he areas of 
mciTlal retardation, spcccli and 
hearing, orthopedic and visually 
l<aiKlic:appod.' 

"Chicago orea instilulions to- 
tally spend, about $600,000 to train 
Ijci'sonncl in special education. 
In iicldilion to the Stale Depart- 
ment nf Public Instruction re-, 
ceivcs approximately $200,000 for 
training services," Heller said. 

He summarized, "The Office of 
Education at the federal level 
actively Is playing, .its role in 
seeing that slates and local school 
.systems guarantee a truly quality 
education for every Anfiericnn 
child," " 

"To exclude no one; to deny no 
one, to reject no jyie regardless 
of^his_physicol_j;om|ltion or In- 
lollcctubr 01*" emotional stale of 
development is our goal in educa- 
jtion." he concluded.
